Commiilions for 3 Regiments of Dragoons were gi- 
ven out fome time ago, and gow lately for 3 more, 
which make 6 New Regiments of Dragoons. The 
King has made 36 Captains of Ships, 14 of which 
were chofen from among the Captains of Frigates, 
and 22 from among thofe Lieutenants who have 
been longeft in the Service, 80 Lieutenanns , 130 
Enfigns, and 200 Guards Marine ; a Guard Mafine 
is under an Enfign and has 4o Livres a Month. 
When his Majefty had finifh’d this Promotion he de- 
clar’d that he would make no more, but that for rhe 
Future, when any Poft becomes ‘void, the next Offi- 
cer in Place fha!l fucceed. Thus the King has fix’d 
the Number of Sca Officers ar 1000, without rece 
koning the Commanders in Chief, viz. 150 Cap- 
tains, 100 Captains of Frigates and Firefhips, 250 
Lieutenants, and 500 Enfigns.
